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CONSTITUTION 

of  the 

Women's  Canadian  Historical   Society 
of   Ottawa 


"LOVE   THOU   THY    LAND" 

ARTICLE  1,  TITLE. — The  organization  shall  be  known  as  the 
Women's  Canadian  Historical  Society  of  Ottawa. 

ARTICLE  2,  OBJECTS. — The  objects  of  the  Women's  Canadian 
Historical  Society  are  the  encouragement  of  the  study  of  Canadian 
History  and  Literature,  the  collection  and  preservation  of  Canadian 
historical  records  and  relics,  and  the  fostering  of  Canadian  loyalty 
and  patriotism. 

ARTICLE  3,  MEMBERSHIP. — (a)  Active  membership  shall  be 
conditional  upon  the  payment  of  the  annual  fee,  and  upon  the 
submitting  of  name  and  address  to  the  Treasurer. 

(6)    Honorary  membership  shall  be  complimentary. 

ARTICLE  4,  OFFICERS. — The  general  officers  of  the  Society  shall 
consist  of  a  President,  four  or  more  Vice-Presidents,  a  Recording 
Secretary,  a  Corresponding  Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  and  a  Librarian, 
who  with  ten  members  elected  by  the  Society  shall  form  an  Execu- 
tive Committee  to  control  and  provide  for  the  general  interests  of 
the  Society.  The  President,  Recording  Secretary  and  Treasurer 
shall  be  ex-officio  members  of  all  committees. 

ARTICLE  5,  FEES. — The  Annual  Fee  shall  be  fifty  cents. 

ARTICLE  6,  FEDERATION. — This  Society  may  federate  with  other 
Societies  of  like  purpose,  or  which  offer  specific  advantages,  if  a 
majority  vote  of  a  regular  meeting  shall  so  decide,  on  a  recom- 
mendation from  the  Executive. 

ARTICLE  7,  AMENDMENTS. — This  Constitution  may  be  altered 
or  amended  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present  at  any 
Annual  Meeting;  notice  of  proposed  amendment  or  alteration 
having  been  handed  in  to  the  Executive  in  writing  one  month 
previous  to  the  Annual  Meeting. 
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ARTICLE  8,  POLICY. — Neither  political  parties  nor  religious 
denominations  shall  be  recognized  in  the  business  or  membership 
of  the  Society,  loyalty  and  patriotism  being  alone  recognized  and 
required. 

STANDING    ORDERS 

.  No.  1,  MEETINGS. —  (a)  The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society 
shall  be  held  on  the  29th  day  of  March,  the  anniversary  of  the 
passing  of  the  British  North  America  Act.  Such  Meeting  shall 
be  for  the  election  of  officers,  and  for  the  transaction  of  general 
business. 

(6)  The  Society  shall  hold  its  regular  Meetings  on  the  second 
Friday  of  each  month  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Executive. 
Open  Meetings  may  be  held  as  deemed  advisable. 

•  (c)  The  President  shall  call  a  Meeting  at  any  time  for  special 
business,  or  upon  the  written  request  of  five  members  of  the  Society. 

(d)  Twelve  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  at  any  regular 
Meeting,  and  five  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  at  any  meeting 
of  the  Executive. 

(e)  The  Meetings  of  the  Executive  shall  be  held  on  the  Monday 
preceding  the  general  Meeting,  at  10.30  a.m. 

(/)  In  the  event  of  the  absence  from  any  Meeting  of  the 
President,  and  Vice-President,  the  members  shall  be  entitled  to 
elect  a  presiding  officer. 

No.  2,  RESOLUTIONS. — All  motions  and  resolutions  at  a  general 
Meeting  must  be  presented  to  the  Secretary  in  writing. 

No.  3,  PUBLICATIONS. — All  correspondence  and  papers  intended 
for  publication  must  be  submitted  to  the  Executive,  before  being 
published  in  any  paper,  pamphlet  or  periodical  over  the  name  of 
the  Society. 

No.  4,  DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS. —  (a)  The  .President  shall  preside 
at  all  Meetings  of  the  Society,  and  conduct  them  after  the  prescribed 
order  of  business.  In  the  absence  of  the  President,  a  Vice-President 
or  other  presiding  officer  elected  by  the  Meeting  shall  preside. 

(&)  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  issue  all  notices,  keep 
correct  minutes,  read  said  minutes  at  next  regular  Meeting,  keep 
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a  correct  list  of  members,  have  charge  of  Press  Notices  and  shall 
present  a  report  at  the  Annual  Meeting. 

(c)  The   Corresponding   Secretary   shall   have   charge   of   all 
correspondence  and  present  a  report  at  the  Annual  Meeting. 

(d)  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  fees  and  other  monies, 
disbursing  the  same  by  order  of  the  Executive  and  shall  present 
a  report  at  the  Annual  Meeting.    All  amounts  exceeding  one  dollar 
shall  be  paid  by  cheque,  which  shall  be  initialed  by  the  President. 

(e)  The  Librarian  shall  have  charge,  and  keep  a  catalogue 
of  all  books,  pamphlets  or  other  printed  matter  belonging  to  the 
same  Society,  loaning  the  same  on  application  of  responsible  mem- 
bers; an<J  shall  present  a  report  at  the  Annual  Meeting. 

(/)  The  Auditor  shall  examine  the  Treasurer's  accounts  be- 
fore they  are  submitted  to  the  Annual  Meeting. 

No.  5,  COMMITTEES. — Standing  committees  and  sub-committees 
may  be  appointed  by  the  Executive  as  may  be  found  necessary 
for  the  efficient  carrying  on  of  the  business  of  the  Society.  Each 
of  such  committees  shall  appoint  a  convener,  who  shall  present  a 
report  to  the  Executive. 

No.  6,  ELECTIONS. — The  Officers  shall  be  nominated  and  elected 
by  ballot  at  the  Annual  Meeting.  Should  any  officer  be  unable  to 
complete  her  year,  the  Executive  shall  have  power  to  elect  her 
substitute. 

No.  7,  AMENDMENTS. — These  standing  orders  may  be  amended 
or  added  to  at  any  of  the  regular  Meetings  of  the  Society  by  a 
two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present,  notice  of  such  amendment 
having  been  given  at  a  previous  Meeting.

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TWENTY-FIRST  ANNUAL  REPORT 

of  the 

Women's    Canadian    Historical    Society 
of  Ottawa 

The  great  war  has  ended ;  the  last  wounded  Canadian  soldier 
has  been  returned  to  his  home. 

Canada,  realizing  her  duty  in  the  beginning-,  pursued  it  with 
clear-cut  determination  to  the  end.  That  duty,  involving  such 
terrible  sacrifice,  was  performed  with  characteristic  British  self- 
restraint.  History,  written  by  unbiased  authority,  will  give  her 
her  due. 

But  perfect  peace  has  not  come  to  the  world.  Much  of  the 
confusion  and  unrest  has  been  caused  by  the  long  and  regrettable 
delay  in  bringing  into1  operation  the  provisions  of  the  Treaty.  It 
has  been  stated  on  good  authority,  that  the  trouble  in  Syria  where 
the  people  have  elected  a  king  instead  of  the  arrangements  made 
in  Paris  to  constitute  that  country  a  mandatory  of  France;  the 
trouble  which  has  been  going  on  in  Turkey,  in  Armenia,  in  Egypt, 
in  Germany,  and  in  the  Balkans,  would  not  have  occurred  if  peace 
had  been  consummated  a  year  ago. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  chaos  caused  by  this  delay  will  not 
produce  further  disastrous  results,  but  that  a  measure  of  content- 
ment and  willingness  to  work  out  the  problems  which  have  arisen 
will  succeed  the  present  unsettled  state  of  the  world. 

The  status  of  Canada  as  a  member  of  the  League  of  Nations 
has  been  definitely  fixed  by  the  Treaty  of  Peace.  The  blood  of  her 
sacrified  sons  would  cry  out  from  the  ground  should  the  birthright 
bought  by  their  agony  and  death  be  filched  from  their  countrymen 
by  political  chicanery. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  amid  all  the  social  disorder  Canada 
has  maintained  a  position,  commercially  and  industrially,  second 
to  none,  and  that  at  the  International  Conference  in  Washington 
she  was  selected  as  one  of  twelve  'Governments  to  be  represented  on 
the  International  Labor  Office. 
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During  the  past  year  Canada  has  been  favoured  by.  a  visit  from 
His  Royal  Highness  the  Prince  of  Wales,  whose  pleasing  per- 
sonality and  splendid  utterances  made  a  lasting  impression  upon 
the  people. 

It  is  a  matter  of  congratulation  that  it  was  possible  ¥or  the 
Parliament  of  Canada  to  again  assemble  in  the  improved  and 
beautified  federal  forum,  which  has  been  re-built  on  the  old  historic 
site. 

At  the  Annual  Meeting  held  on  March  29th,  1919,  the  Presi- 
dent expressed  the  hope  that  the  attendance,  which  had  fallen  off 
during  the  war  on  account  of  Red  Cross  activities,  would  become 
normal  once  more.  While  there  is  a  noticeable  improvement,  it 
would  be  gratifying  to  both  executive  and  those  who  present  papers 
if  all  members  could  make  a  point  of  more  regular  attendance. 

There  have  been  seven  general  and  nine  executive  meetings 
held  during  the  year. 

At  a  special  executive  meeting  held  on  April  24th,  it  was  de- 
cided that  in  order  to  properly  administer  the  affairs  of  the  Bytown 
Historical  Museum,  the  "Ways  and  Means  Committee"  should  be 
constituted  a  Standing  Committee,  with  Miss  Read  as  Convener. 
The  Museum  was  opened  on  the  afternoon  of  May  19th,  with  a  tea 
to  the  members  and  friends  of  the  Society.  Many  attended  and 
viewed  the  articles  collected,  with  great  interest.  Afterwards  the 
building  was  open  on  Wednesdays  and  Saturdays  during  June, 
July  and  August,  different  members  of  the  Society  taking  charge. 
A  number  of  articles  of  historic  interest  have  been  added  to  the 
collection  during  the  year. 

Mrs.  Wm.  Ogilvie  has  kindly  consented  to  catalogue  the  con- 
tents of  the  Museum,  and  Miss  Masson  will  assist  Miss  Read  in 
arranging  books  and  pamphlets. 

The  Recording  Secretary  represented  the  Society  at  the  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  Ontario  Historical  Society,  held  in  June,  1919,  at 
Woodstock,  and  presented  a  report  at  the  general  meeting  on  Oc- 
tober 10th,  which  report  will  be  incorporated  in  the  next  Annual 
Report  of  this  Society.  At  this  general  meeting  Mrs.  Somerville 
gave  a  delightful  talk  on  a  one-day  Historical  Meeting  in  Nova 
Scotia  which  she  attended. 
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A  series  of  papers  on  the  development  of  Ottawa  constituted 
the  programme  for  the  season.  The  first  of  the  series  was  pre- 
pared some  years  ago  for  the  Society  by  the  late  Mr.  G.  R.  Blyth, 
entitled  "Bytown  1834  to  Ottawa  1854,"  which  was  read  at  the 
monthly  meeting  held  on  November  14th  by  Miss  Read.  This  paper 
was  replete  with  interesting  facts ;  special  mention  was  made  of  the 
opening  of  the  Suspension  Bridge  over  the  Chaudiere  and  of  the 
rebellion  of  1837. 

At  the  December  meeting  Mrs.  Braddish  Billing^  read  a  paper 
written  by  Mr.  W.  H.  Cluff,  ex-City  Auditor,  called  "Memories 
of  Bytown, ' '  in  which  were  described  the  opening  up  of  industries ; 
the  passing  of  rafts  of  square  timber  down  the  rapids;  the  trans- 
portation of  furs  from  Hudson's  Bay  by  way  of  the  Ottawa  to 
Montreal ;  and  the  occupation  by  British  troops  of  Barracks — now 
Parliament  Hill.  A  supplement  to  this  paper  written  by  Mr.  Cluff 
will  be  read  at  the  Annual  Meeting. 

In  January,  Mrs.  J.  B.  Simpson  gave  a  paper  written  by  the 
late  Wm.  Pitman  Lett,  City  Clerk,  and  donated  to  the  Society  by 
his  son,  Mr.  N.  Lett.  The  title  is  "Bytown  1827  to  Ottawa  1877," 
the  paper  being  a  short  panoramic  history  of  Ottawa  written  in  its 
jubilee  year.  Mr.  Lett  reviewed  the  different  periods  of  the  city's 
history,  and  wrote  most  interestingly  of  old  residents  and  their 
occupations;  the  first  public  fair  held  in  Bytown;  shooting  of 
D  'Arcy  Me  Gee ;  Stoney  Monday  and  the  great  deer  hunt,  held  for 
Prince  Arthur  (Duke  of  Connaught)  when  he  visited  Canada 
during  Lord  Lisgar's  administration.  In  1854  the  City  of  Ottawa 
was  incorporated,  and  in  1857  chosen  by  Queen  Victoria  as  the 
Capital  of  Canada. 

An  open  meeting  was  held  by  kind  invitation  of  Mrs.  S.  J. 
McLean,  at  her  residence,  292  Daly  Avenue,  on  Friday,  February 
13th,  at  3.30  p.m.  Mrs.  D.  H.  McLean  read  a  paper  on  "Early 
Roman  Catholic  Clergy  of  Bytown,"  prepared  by  Madame  Pigeon 
for  the  Society.  Mrs.  Walter  Armstrong  followed,  reading  "A 
Glimpse  of  the  Capital  in  1849,"  written  by  Miss  Jamieson.  Fol- 
lowing the  programme,  Mrs.  McLean  entertained  the  members  and 
friends  of  the  Society  at  tea. 
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The  paper  presented  at  the  meeting  in  March  was  written 
and  read  by  Madame  J.  Edmond  Roy.  The  subject,  "Castine," 
which  is  a  town  built  on  the  site  of  the  most  ancient  fort  of  New 
France — Fort  Pentagoet — near  Bangor,  Maine,  and  whose  posses- 
sion was  disputed  by  English,  French,  and  Dutch.  Madame  Roy 
gave  an  interesting  account  of  the  founder  of  the  beautiful  place 
to  whom  was  granted  large  tracts  of  land  by  the  King  of  France. 
Castine  was  ceded  to  the  United  States  by  the  Treaty  of  Ash- 
burton. 

The  following  resolution  was  passed  at  the  general  meeting 
in  February: 

In  view  of  the  great  expense  entailed,  and  the  many  difficulties 
which  have  arisen  in  connection  with  the  publication  of  the  reports 
of  Ottawa  Women's  organizations  having  done  war  work,  also  the 
fact  that  since  a  number  of  Societies  have  not  responded  to  the 
invitation  of  the  Historical  Society  to  send  a  report,  the  volume 
would  not  be  a  complete  record. 

Be  it  Resolved, 

That  the  resolution  passed  to  the  effect  that  these  reports  be 
published  as  a  volume  of  Transactions  be  rescinded,  and  the  socie- 
ties concerned  notified  of  this  decision,  also  that  with  consent  of 
societies  the  reports  received  will  be  kept  in  the  archives  of  the 
Bytown  Historical  Society  for  reference. 

The  assistance  of  this  Society  has  been  asked  by  the  Govern- 
ment in  the  work  of  marking  historic  sites  and  monuments. 

Congratulations  are  extended  to  Mrs.  J.  Lorn  McDougall 
(President),  Mrs.  W.  T.  Herridge  and  Mrs.  G.  J.  Desbarats  on 
account  of  the  honour  bestowed  upon  them  by  the  Queen  of  Bel- 
gium for  services  rendered  the  cause  of  that  country  during  the 
war:  the  inscription  on  the  medal  which  formed  the  decoration, 
being  "La  Medaille  de  la  Reine  Elizabeth,"  for  services  in  con- 
nection with  Belgian  Relief. 

The  President  was  nominated  by  the  Local  Council  of  Women 
as  a  member  of  the  Kiwanis  Committee  of  One  Hundred  Citizens, 
which  committee  has  in  view  the  beautifying  of  Ottawa. 
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The  Recording  Secretary  was  appointed  accredited  dele- 
gate to  represent  the  Society  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
Ontario  Historical  Society  held  at  Woodstock  in  June,  1919,  and 
to  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Royal  Society  held  at  Ottawa,  to 
which  she  sent  a  short  report  of  the  year's  work. 

Mrs.  McDougall  and  the  Recording  Secretary  will  go  to  Corn- 
wall in  the  near  future  to  assist  in  organizing  an  Historical  Society 
in  the  counties  of  Dundas,  Stormont  and  Glengarry. 

The  Society  has  sustained  an  irreparable  loss  in  the  death  of 
Lady  Foster.  She  was  the  first  President;  later,  Honorary  Vice- 
President,  which  office  she  held  until  she  passed  away.  She  was 
always  deeply  interested  in  anything  which  concerned  the  welfare 
of  the  Society,  her  genial  personality  endeared  her  to  every  mem- 
ber, occupying  a  unique  place  which  it  will  be  impossible  to  fill. 

The  Society  is  greately  indebted  to  Mrs.  Deroche,  who,  un- 
aided, undertook  the  publication  of  the  Annual  Report. 

Thanks  are  due  to  Mr.  J.  P.  Joynt  for  so  kindly  auditing  the 
Treasurer's  books,  and  to  the  Press  for  regular  notices  throughout 
the  year.

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Corresponding    Secretary's 
Report 

To  the  student  looking  beneath  the  surface  of  world  affairs 
to-day,  it  does  seem  to  be  a  most  disappointing  state  of  things  that 
the  much  longed  for  peace,  spoken  of  so  hopefully  at  the  begin- 
ning of  last  year's  report,  should  have  had  as  its  reaction  the 
discontented  state  of  mind  so  altogether  prevalent  to-day. 

Many  great  minds  of  past  epochs  gave  us  an  almost  unanimous 
message :  unrest  always  follows  a  state  of  war.  Uprisings  of.  many 
remarkable  sorts  have  always  chosen  as  their  own  particular  time 
the  months  succeeding  the  signing  of  a  great  treaty. 

Yet  despite  the  lessons  so  well  expounded  by  so  many  able  his- 
torians, did  we,  as  a  people,  long  for  peace  and  not  unrest;  quiet 
with  no  rumblings  of  Red  Armies  at  Essen  or  massacres  in  Ar- 
menia; a  time  when  all  our  people  might  be  forged  into  one  great 
whole,  for  the  strangling  of  those  forces  of  evil,  which,  so  many 
times,  have  made  grave  the  faces  of  those  who  look  upon  our 
national  life  as  a  part  of  all  eternity,  and  not  as  the  appurtenance 
of  any  one  organized  force  in  our  midst;  for  the  development  of 
all  those  good  things  which  Anglo-Saxons  of  all  time  have  felt  to 
be  for  the  common  betterment  of  all. 

How  strange  a  state  of  mind  one  finds,  as,  from  some  point  of 
observation  one  looks  out  on  world  affairs  to-day;  or,  nearer  still, 
on  our  own  land,  and  its  teeming  currents  of  thoughts,  so  indicative 
of  the  reconstruction  of  men 's  minds. 

To  the  influence  of  the  returned  men  one  easily  traces  the 
desire  to  eliminate  from  our  common  intercourse  all  languages 
but  the  two  official  ones  given  us  by  the  great  Act,  signed  on  this 
very  date  so  many  years  ago  by  men  who  knew  and  believed  in 
and  loved  this  land,  as  few  since  have  done. 

Our  adverse  rate  of  exchange  with  our  neighbour  to  the  South 
is  a  striking  illustration  of  effect,  following  a  cause  definitely 
pointed  out  by  Government,  which  repeatedly  warned  a  thought- 
less public  of  the  sure  result,  without,  apparently,  the  slightest  heed 
being  given  to  this  warning,  certainly  not  at  the  right  time. 
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No  report  written  during  this  year  could,  in  my  opinion,  omit 
to  mention  the  formation  of  a  protective  alliance  amongst  the 
clerical  and  professional  peoples  of  Paris.  These  people  threatened 
from  beneath  in  no  uncertain  way  by  the  crumbling  of  the  tra- 
ditional status  of  labour  in  all  forms;  their  intellects  used  and  in 
many  cases  exploited  to  an  almost  unbelievable  extent  by  rampant 
Capital,  have  at  last  banded  themselves  .together,  to  show  that 
brain  power  has  at  least  as  great  an  influence  as  brute  strength,  or 
even  stocks  and  land.  Should  this  movement  spread  with  any- 
'  thing  like  the  rapidity  of  other  propagandas  of  to-day  we  shall 
have  a  force  that  will  rise  in  no  weak  way  against  the  absurd  de- 
mands of  Bolshevism  whether  this  last  comes  from  above  -or  below, 
that  shall  by  its  force  of  mentality  clear  our  atmosphere  of  the 
foggy  masses — distrust,  discontent,  and  national  disgruntlement — 
and  again  shall  we  hear  in  our  land  the  call : 

"Build  thee  more  stately  chambers,  oh !  my  soul ! 
Let  each  new  building  loftier  than  the  last, 
Shut  thee  from  heaven  with  a  dome  more  vast 
Till  thou  at  length  art  free, 
Leaving  thy  outworn  shell 
By  life's  unresting  sea." 

Turning  now  to  the  correspondence  of  our  Society  we  see  even 
here  the  change  of  our  point  of  view  in  the  year,  for  the  letters 
that  occupied  the  beginning  of  this  year  appertain  almost  wholly 
to  the  contemplated  record  of  Women's  War  Work  in  Ottawa 
which  has  since  been  abandoned.  There  are  many  letters  in  rela- 
tion to  this  project,  which  was  favourably  considered  by  almost  all 
of  the  women's  organizations  in  the  city  and  practically  all  corre- 
spondence from  March  till  July  related  in  one  way  or  another  to 
this  phase  of  contemplated  work. 

The  annual  grant  from  the  Government  was  applied  for  and 
received  on  the  15th  May,  being  forwarded  at  once  to  the  Treas- 
urer, her  receipt  being  dated  May  17th,  1919. 

On  the  31st  of  that  month  a  letter  was  received  from  Mr.  A. 
F.  Hunter  expressing  pleasure  that  our  Society  was  sending  a  dele- 
gate to  the  meeting  of  The  Ontario  Historical  Society,  and  extend- 
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ing  to  her  hospitality  in  the  name  of  Mr.  G.  R.  Patulo.    A  copy 
of  the  programme  of  this  meeting  was  also  enclosed. 

The  correspondence  relating  to  the  delegate  of  our  Society  to 
the  Royal  Society  of  Canada  bears  the  date  of  the  17th  of  the  same 
month. 

An  invitation  to  attend  the  Summer  Meeting  of  the  Nova 
Scotia  Historical  Society  at  Bridgewater,  N.S.,  on  Monday,  June 
30th,  was  gladly  accepted  by  your  Secretary,  and  a  glance  at  the 
programme  will  show  what  a  pleasant  and  profitable  day  it  was. 
One's  only  regret  when  at  a  meeting  of  this  sort,  out  on  the  sea- 
washed  headlands  made  memorable  forever  by  the  stories  of  long 
ago,  is  that  the  whole  Society  is  not  there  to  see,  hear  and  enjoy; 
yes,  and  so  to  better  understand  why  we  are  the  people  that  we 
are. 

In  July  we  were  asked  for  an  account  of  the  activities  of  our 
Society  to  be  embodied  in  the  annual  survey  of  Canadian  His- 
torical Activities  for  the  Mississippi  Valley  Historical  Review.  As 
the  Secretary  was  at  that  time  in  Nova  Scotia  Mr.  Burpee  was  re- 
ferred to  Miss  Read,  who  gave  him  the  required  information. 

In  the  autumn  questions  arose  necessitating  letters  to  Mrs. 
Quain  re  the  Programme  Committee,  also  to  Mrs.  Attwood  in  con- 
nection with  the  same  question. 

A  most  interesting  correspondence  with  the  Historic  Sites  and 
Monuments  Board  of  Canada  has  opened  up  new  vistas  of  work 
for  our  Committees,  and  we  trust  this  phase  of  our  work  may  be 
the  help  these  officials  seem  to  think  it  must  be. 

Of  more  recent  date  is  the  correspondence  with  Major  Gray 
of  Cornwall,  who  seems  to  deeply  appreciate  our  offer  to  assist  in 
all  possible  ways  in  the  formation  of  an  Historical  Society  in  those 
most  interesting  counties  of  Dundas,  Stormont  and  Glengarry. 

Also  recently  we  have  had  a  most  advantageous  offer  from  the 
New  Brunswick  Historical  Society  relating  to  their  collections  of 
documents,  etc.,  indexed  and  published  by  them,  and  as  the  authors 
include  such  men  as  Dr.  James  Hannay,  Archdeacon  Raymond 
and  Professor  Ganong,  one  can  imagine  the  mine  of  information 
of  which  we  are  being  told. 
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A  decided  feature  of  the  routine  exchange  and  acknowledg- 
ment of  our  publications  has  been  the  number  of  requests  received 
for  Vol.  VIII  of  Transactions  which,  of  course,  has  not  been  pub- 
lished, also  the  fact  that  even  from  as  far  as  Stockholm  have  been 
received  requests  for  our  Reports  and  Transactions. 

Through  the  Department  of  the  Secretary  of  State  have  been 
received  interesting  pamphlets  from  Brussells,  the  pictured  story 
of  ruthlessness  in  library  and  historical  archives  being  much  the 
type  of  thing  we  label  in  our  mind  by  the  one  word  ' '  German, ' '  it 
seeming  to  epitomize  the  superlative  of  destruction  and  deliberate 
outrage  against  all  things  good  and  noble,  either  of  past  or  present. 
And  here  we  may  mention  the  fact  that  "a  good  German"  firm  of 
booksellers  in  Liepsig  sent  us  a  catalogue  of  their  books,  enclosing 
a  bill  for  said  catalogue.  Needless  to  say,  it  was  at  once  returned, 
with  the  information  that  neither  German  catalogues  or  German 
books  were  a  necessity  for  the  Women's  Canadian  Historical  So- 
ciety of  Canada. 

We  received  papers  relating  to  Viollette's  History  of  Missouri, 
also  an  invitation  to  attend  the  16th  Annual  Meeting  of  the  State 
Historical  Society  of  Missouri;  a  copy  of  Brieaux'  famous  letter 
to  those  French  soldiers  who  had  no  correspondents;  a  prospectus 
of  a  history  of  Brantford  and  Brant  County  by  F.  D.  Reville; 
and  also  several  copies  of  the  Christian  Science  Monitor,  each  con- 
taining articles  relating  to  Canadian  History. 

To  record  that  your  Secretary  wrote  a  note  of  sympathy  to 
Sir  George  Foster  on  a  certain  day  in  October  may  be  all  that  it  is 
necessary  to  say  here  in  connection  with  a  loss  that  we  to-day  realize 
more  fully  than  we  did  even  then.  Why  Lady  Foster  should  have 
been  taken  from  Canada  when  we  needed  her  so,  seems  a  mystery 
quite'  unexplainable ;  but  as  the  years  pass  we  may  find  some  day 
the  key  that  shall  unlock  this  puzzle,  and  I  think  I  speak  for  all 
those  younger  women  who  found  in  her  saneness  of  vision,  ex- 
perience, breadth  of  mind  and  deep  knowledge  of  men,  women  and 
affairs,  such  a  pillar  of  strength,  that  they,  in  memory  of  her,  feel 
constrained  to  be  more  and  more  near  to  that  sort  of  Canadian 
women  that  she  would  have  them  be. 
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Mrs.  Billings  and  Mrs.  Quain  were  also  the  recipients  of  note& 
of  sympathy  from  the  Society,  which  lost  a  sincere  friend  in  Mrs. 
Gourlay,  who  had  on  more  than  one  occasion  shown  her  interest 
in  us  in  a  most  practical  way. 

To  those  kind  friends  who  donated  gifts  or  loans  we  have, 
whenever  possible,  sent  notes  of  thanks  as  soon  after  the  receipt 
of  the  article  as  it  could  be  done. 

The  correspondence  this  year  has  not  been  a  very  strenuous 
task,  and,  as  in  all  the  other  years,  the  light  and  shade  have  been 
more  or  less  evenly  distributed. 

We  look  forward  to  next  year  hoping  to  pick  up  some  of  those 
threads  broken  by  the  war  and  its  many  activities;  hoping  that 
the  many  broken  threads  that  seem  so  tangled  in  the  minds  of  all 
people  to-day  may  be  straightened  and  the  pattern  shall  show 
the  golden  gleam  of  the  thread  of  life  once  more  being  swiftly 
woven  on  that  great  loom  at  which  the  Master  sits.

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Twenty-First  Annual  Meeting 

of  the 

Ontario  Historical   Society 

The  twenty-first  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Ontario  Historical  So- 
ciety was  held  at  the  Court  House,  Woodstock,  on  Monday  and 
Tuesday,  June  16th  and  17th.  On  arrival  at  the  place  of  meeting 
the  first  duty  of  the  delegate  wcs  to  register. 

We  were  met  by  Mr.  George  Pattullo,  President,  and  intro- 
duced to  the  Secretary,  Mr.  Hunter,  and  others. 

From  11.30  to  12.30,  reports  were  read  by  Secretary-Treas- 
urer and  Conveners  of  Committees.  Mr.  A.  F.  Hunter  gave  an 
excellent  report,  showing  that  the  Society  is  in  splendid  condition, 
the  membership  totalling  four  hundred.  Since  the  last  Annual 
Meeting  five  members  have  died :  Lieut.-Colonel  John  White,  Wood- 
stock; John  L.  Robinson,  Toronto;  Mrs.  Clementina  Fessenden, 
Hamilton;  Colonel  William  Hamilton  Merritt,  Toronto,  and  Dr. 
William  Bent,  Paris,  Ont.  Twenty-seven  members  were  on  active 
service  during  the  war.  The  financial  standing  of  the  Society  is 
good.  A  considerable  amount  of  money  has  been  invested  in  Vic- 
tory bonds  and  there  is  still  a  substantial  balance  in  the  bank.  The 
Secretary  stated  that  the  reports  of  affiliated  societies  were  also 
encouraging,  but  the  audience  was  obliged  to  take  his  word  for 
it,  as  he  moved  that  these  reports  be  taken  as  read.  It  was  after- 
wards stated  that  had  a  certain  lady  been  present  a  protest  would 
have  been  made  and  the  representatives  of  affiliated  societies  given 
an  opportunity  to  speak  for  themselves. 

These  reports  were  passed  on  to  the  Editorial  Committee.  In 
connection  with  this  Editorial  Committee  a  discussion  arose.  It 
seems  that  last  year  Mr.  Hunter  took  it  upon  himself  to  publish 
the  Annual  Report,  and  some  papers  and  records,  without  first 
seeking  the  co-operation  of  those  who  were  appointed  to  constitute 
the  Editorial  Committee.  Consequently  some  of  the  members,  in- 
cluding Mr.  C.  M.  Warner,  Dr.  Williams  and  Dr.  Lang,  took  the 
opportunity  of  expressing  their  dissatisfaction.  Other  members  of 
the  Society,  Mr.  Pattullo,  Lieut.-Col.  Belcher,  Dr.  Coyne  and  Cap- 
tain Carstairs,  also  spoke ;  in  fact,  the  Secretary  was  shown  to  have 
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deliberately  pursued  his  own  course  in  the  matter.  It  was  finally 
decided  that  henceforth  it  would  be  understood  that  the  Editorial 
Committee  must  be  consulted  before  any  publishing  in  connection 
with  the  Society  should  take  place. 

The  Nominating  Committee  consisted  of  Mr.  Fred  Landon, 
Dr.  Orr,  James  Mitchell,  Dr.  Coyne,  Mr.  Lang,  Mr.  Gardiner  and 
Mrs.  Thompson. 

At  the  afternoon  session,  from  1.30  to  4,  the  following  papers 
were  given:  " Proctor  and  Tecumseh's  Retreat,'*  by  His  Honour 
Judge  Ermatinger,  St.  Thomas;  " History  of  Presbyterianism  in 
Oxford  County,"  Rev.  Dr.  McMillan;  " Women  in  Pioneer  Life," 
by  Miss  Amelia  Poldon,  Norwich;  and  a  short  paper  by  Miss  A. 
J.  G.  Gilkinson,  Brantford,  on  the  Indians  of  that  district. 

Miss  Gilkinson  appeared  on  the  platform  in  the  regalia  of 
the  Chief's  daughter.  Her  paper  took  the  place  of  one  on  the 
4 'Quaker  Settlement  in  Oxford  County,"  by  Miss  Alice  Treffry. 

At  four  o'clock  an  adjournment  was  made  and  the  delegates 
were  driven  by  motor  for  miles  through  the  beautiful  pastoral 
country  which  surrounds  Woodstock.  The  drive  ended  at  the 
cemetery  outside  the  town  of  Ingersoll,  where  a  memorial  tablet 
was  unveiled  by  Lieut.-Colonel  Clarke  Kennedy,  D.S.O.,  C.M.G., 
and  V.C.,  to  the  memory  of  Lieut.  A.  J.  Norsworthy,  killed  in 
action  at  Vimy  Ridge,  March  29th,  1917.  The  ceremony  was  most 
impressive,  and  a  wonderful  tribute  to  the  deceased  was  paid  by 
Hon.  Dr.  H.  J.  Cody,  Minister  of  Education.  After  the  ceremony 
the  guests  were  driven  to  the  magnificent  residence  of  Mr.  J.  C. 
Norsworthy,  where  a  reception  was  held,  after  which  they  were 
invited  to  partake  of  high  tea  at  tables  set  on  the  lawn,  under  the 
green  canopy  of  the  foliage  of  giant  elms  and  maples  and  sur- 
rounded by  beds  of  flowers  of  every  kind  and  color.  The  tables 
were  spread  with  a  lavish  feast,  including  the  famous  Ingersoll 
cheese.  After  satisfying  the  inner  man  or  woman,  as  the  case 
might  be,  and  bidding  farewell  to  the  generous  host,  the  guests 
were  driven  back  to  Woodstock,  a  distance  of  ten  miles. 

At  the  evening  session,  a  personal  welcome  by  the  President 
and  an  official  welcome  by  the  Mayor  were  given,  and  response 
made  by  Mr.  G.  H.  Locke,  Vice-President. 
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The  President's  address  followed,  entitled,  "Leaves  From  an 
Unpublished  Volume. ' '  This  address,  which  you  may  read  verbatim 
in  the  published  report,  was  really  a  brief  review  of  the  history  of 
Oxford  County.  It  was  a  revelation  to  an  outsider,  who  had  no 
detailed  knowledge  of  the  county,  to  hear  it  described  as  the 
"Garden  of  Canada,"  a  name  first  applied  to  it  by  the  Hon.  George 
Brown,  that  owing  to  its  wonderful  healthfulness,  its  people  die 
only  of  old  age ;  that  Oxford  has  supplied  a  great  many  prominent 
men  in  religion,  as  Dr.  McMullen,  Dr.  Robertson,  Dr.  McKay  (For- 
mosa), of  the  Presbyterian  church,  and  Bishops  Seatman,  Fauquier, 
Farthing  and  Mills  of  the  Anglican  church.  The  political  influence 
of  Oxford  has  been  unduly  great,  having  provided  three  prime 
ministers,  Sir  Francis  Hinck,  Hon.  George  Brown  and  Hon.  Oliver 
Mowat.  Of  cabinet  ministers  it  produced  also  Hon.  Dr.  O'Connor, 
Hon.  William  McDougall,  A.  M.  Crooks,  James  Sutherland  and 
Eight  Hon.  Sir  Richard  Cartwright.  Another  distinguished  repre- 
sentative is  Hon.  N.  W.  Rowell,  President  of  the  Privy  Council  of 
Union  Government. 

The  President's  address  was  followed  by  Dr.  Cody,  Minister 
of  Education,  who  paid  a  sincere  and  appreciative  tribute  to  the 
Ontario  Historical  Society.  He  said  in  part  that  he  hoped  ere 
long  some  persons  would  avail  themselves  of  the  valuable  informa- 
tion gathered  together  by  its  members  and  use  it  to  write  a  history 
of  Ontario.  As  it  is,  he  pointed  out  that  Ontario  is  practically 
the  only  province  in  the  Dominion  concerning  which  no  definite 
history  has  been  recorded  and  that  it  is  high  time  such  a  history 
be  compiled;  moreover,  he  thought  it  a  very  just  duty  that  the 
salient  features  of  the  past  should  be  recorded.  Then  the  speaker 
went  on  to  indulge  in  some  delightful  reminiscences  of  his  boyhood 
days  in  the  village  of  Embro,  concluding  with  the  incident  that 
he,  in  company  with  five  other  Embro  boys,  tried  his  Entrance 
examinations  in  the  Woodstock  City  Hall.  • 

On  Tuesday  morning  the  following  papers  were  given:  "Old 
Stage  Coach  Days  in  Ontario,"  by  Mr.  Ben  Hobson,  Woodstock; 
"Amishman,"  by  His  Honour  Judge  Smith;  "Early  Days  in 
Waterloo  County,"  by  W.  H.  Breithaupt;  " Williamstown, "  by 
Miss  Janet  Carnochan,  Niagara.  This  paper,  while  admirably 
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written,  was  composed  mostly  of  facts,  which  were  presented  to 
our  Society  in  a  paper  by  Mrs.  T.  P.  Foran  and  read  by  Mrs.  J.  B. 
Simpson.  Miss  Carnochan  acknowledged  having  received  a  great 
deal  of  information  from  a  lady  in  Ottawa.  After  the  paper  was 
finished,  Mrs.  Simpson  rose  and  explained  that  the  lady  mentioned 
was  Mrs.  Foran,  whose  ancestors  had  resided  in  the  vicinity  and 
whose  valuable  paper  had  been  published  in  our  transactions. 

The  report  of  the  Nominating  Committee  was  presented  at  the 
opening  of  the  Tuesday  afternoon  session.  The  officers  nominated 
for  the  coming  year  are  :

Council — Past  Presidents  and  Mr.  H.  F.  Gardiner,  Dr.  R.  B. 
Orr,  Professor  C.  A.  Lang,  W.  H.  Breithaupt,  Andrew  Braid.  Mrs. 
J.  B.  Simpson  is  a  member  of  the  Monument  Committee. 

Following  this  report,  Miss  Frances  Slaton  gave  a  very  clever 
paper  on  "Some  Unusual  Sources  of  Information  in  the  Toronto 
Public  Library  on  the  History  of  the  Rebellion  of  1837-8." 

As  several  of  the  authors  of  papers  on  the  programme  were 
unable  to  be  present,  it  was  suggested  that  by  continuing  the  after- 
noon session  for  a  longer  period  the  evening  session  might  be  aban- 
doned. This  was  agreed  to,  and  Mr.  Fred  Landon,  Librarian  of 
London,  read  his  valua-ble  contribution  on  "Canada's  Part  in 
Freeing  the  Slave." 

An  interesting  item,  not  on  the  programme,  followed.  An  ad- 
journment was  made  to  the  larger  chamber,  where  an  oil  portrait 
of  Right  Honourable  Sir  Oliver  Mowat,  presented  to  the  Court 
House  by  his  family,  was  unveiled  by  a  grandson,  Lieut.-Colonel 
Mowatt  Biggar,  the  appreciation  being  voiced  most  eloquently  by 
the  Honourable  N.  W.  Rowell,  who  came  from  Ottawa  expressly 
for  the  purpose. 
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The  ceremony  was  followed  by  a  reception  to  the  delegates, 
who  were  driven  by  motor  to  Burnside,  the  beautiful  home  of  the 
President,  Mr.  Pattullo.  This  charming  old  fashioned  house  and 
grounds  vied  with  many  others  in  the  vicinity  in  delightful  lawns 
and  gaily  coloured  herbaceous  borders.  The  President's  married 
daughter  received  with  him  and  both  did  everything  in  their  power 
to  ensure  a  pleasant  and  lasting  remembrance  of  their  hospitality. 
Strange  to  say,  a  former  Ottawa  girl,  now  a  matron  of  Woodstock, 
presided  at  the  tea  table.  She  was  delighted  to  see  an  old  friend 
and  to  hear  the  latest  news  from  her  native  city. 

This  reception  and  tea  brought  to  a  close  a  most  interesting 
meeting  of  the  Ontario  Historical  Society.
